Chapter 1> 

ViQiat are Public Seciirity Troops? 

Public Security Troops are part of the People Ps Liberation xtrmy* Together 
^th the havy, the Air Force, Air Defence Troops, Engineers, Scientific Troops, 
they form the Armed^Forces of China. Customarily we classify all troops other 
than PS troops, National Defence Forces. National Defence Forces and PS units 
are organised as the People’s Liberation Army, are controlled by the Ministry of 
Defence and are under the absolute command of the Chinese Coiiimunist Party. 

Everyone knows : in peace time, the majority of the Government Amed Forces or a 
Gentry’s Amed Forces principal aim is to train for war to impteve their capa- 
bilities for madern warfare and to provide a trained nucleus of troops so as to 
form a basis for ^mobilisation.. In this way, in the event of -our country being 
invaded by Imperialists, we will have an- up-to-date Army and a large trained 
reserye to oppose the enemy. However, the normal tasks of guarding borders and 
maintaining internal security is also a very important duty. This is what PS 
troops do. The PS troops carry cut this duty and like many other units of the 
P-.L.A, secure the Nations Defences, protect the feundatiens of the Socialism and 
maintain thp . soverdigt ity of cur country’s territory. 

The most important task cf PS treeps is a political one. They carry on 
the struggle of the masses, defend our borders, cur interiors and vai’ious other 
ttu XU* matter what the Party or the Government policy ,' they uphold the law. ' 

^ether it .be aphrending bandits, or catching and suppressing reactionaries., 
whether it be carrying out the policy of the Party in regard to the minotity 
races, or opposing the principal of the superiority of the ’han’ races, whether ■ 
guarding cur borders and helping to maintain the Government ’‘s peaceful foreign 
policy these are the duties anfi they carry them out. 

PS Units carry on both an overt and a covert struggle with the enemy. 

Their work assumes many aspects, that of a Unit cf the Line, internal security, 
patrolling and reconnaissance, defence and searching of personnel. Therefore, 

PS units and National Defence Forces are not alike and neither are PS Units akin 
to Government.. Security Organisations. They are in fact an Armed Political 
Enforcement Agency and also a further Armed Force in time of war. PS Units are 
continually^ at loggerheads with elements that wish to sabotage our coxmtry. As 
long as their are Imperialists, as long as thar* are classed the struggle will 
be unceasing. Security of cur borders and maintenance cf internal secui-ity 
must be unceasing. Therefore, PS Units are not a peacetime forwe nor are th^ 
a wartime force, ^ they are available for every contingency, PS Units are organ- 
ised in two sections; (i) Border Defence Units, (ii) Internal Security Units. 

These .units cany out their .respective tasks, which are clearly defined.. On 
the borders of the Mother Country, there are PS Border Defence Divisions, Regi- 
ments, Army Engineer Units and Border Stations, Defence. In the coastal ports, 
railway ^terminals and airfields, there are PS Customs Stations. At sea there 
are various types of modern armed pattol craft and PS patrol boats. In the •. 
cities and villages in the interior there are internal security units - PS Inter- 
nal Security Divisions, Regiments and PS Headquarters. According to Rule 70 of 
he Constitution autonomous regions, states, countries and their Government bodies 
must organise theif Public Security Forces according to the rules laid down for 
the-^ organist tioa of those same forces in China. The Tibetan People’s autonomous 
regions Regiments are included. All these foi'ces are under the control of PS 
Units. Amongst PS Troops there are Infantry, Mechanised Troops, Sailers, Cavalry,

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PS Units implement and supei-vide these ocntrols. 'iShilst carrying out this task 
according to the policy set down by the Government, PS Units lawfully respect the 
customs of the people in that area, and dc not restrict relationships that neigh- 
bouring races may have, and help travellers generally, Bor example; a Pakistani 
man with a Chinese wife and a small child set out to travel to Kashmir, howwver, 
a storm blew up and the temperature di'cpped to 40 deg, below zero, a rS Border 
patrol encountered them and while one man took them tc the: shelter ofl a cave, the 
other hastened for help. The next day with warmer clothes the soldiers escorted 
them across the border. 

Customs posts are cne of the responsibilities of the PS Unit. They have 
them established at all coastal ports, railway tei-minals, airfields and they exam- 
ine goods which enter the country and search people for contraband. blien people 
enter or depart from oui- cc.untry they must have a permit from cur Foreign Affairs 
Dept or the rublic Security Organisation and the object of this system is to makw 
sure that the individual is, what he says he is and not a subversive element. 

There are no exceptions. 

PS Customs Posts screen lug^-age, goods, vehicles and’ boats that enter our 
country. Airfields also have Customs rosts. Reactionary elements in order to 
enter our country prepare for it down to the minutest detail. They do not use 
their own identity but carry legal passports on which the photograph has been 
changed. The agents that enter cur country as well as the spies are exceedingly 
clever, some carry secret documents hidden in their aenus, in the fillings of 
their teeth, seme carry explosives amongst their matches and cigarett«a, and seme 
carry infomation and reports in their hair.

Controls on the seas are supervised by a section of the iS Unit and these 
ai e caiiied cut accci’ding to necessity. • Cur G ov ei’nment has laid down approved 
oea-lanes and prohibited sea-lanes, Fcreign^ cn/med ConiLnei'cia 1’ ships and fish:5-^g 
vessels must display their name and number, must fly their ivaticnal flag in the 
d»aytime and must have navigational lights at night.

Chapter 3 




The Dirties of the PS Internal Security Units 
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The main tasks of IS are; to apprehend bandits, suppress revolutionary act- 
ivities, to maintain internal security" and the pattern of socialism. To uphold 
the power of the Government and the People’s Revolution a’nd to support the workers. 

Protection of Cities and Protection of Organisations o 

•PS, IS Units are responsible for the protection of cities, policing of organ- 
isations. In every city and town in China PS Units are responsible for the prot- 
extion of Government organisations, the mayor, embassies, foreign legations, the 
protection of various important committees; they are also responsible for the smcothe 
development of the structure of socialism in towns and cities. • For example; in the 
case of anti-aircraft drill or an actual air-raid they are responsible for patrolling 
to make sure that no sabotage occurs. - Cn the May 1st holiday in. 1956, a KlViT agent 
named TULI planned to blew up a large building, in CaNTCU. Due to ■ inf ormation rec- 
eived the plans of this agent did not bare fruit and was not long before he was caught. 

Guaz’ding of Factories and Defence of Arsenals . 

Defenec of Factories and industrial plants is also a responsibility of- -IS drifts* 
During construction af a new factory you need thousands of vverkers, moreover, the 
Government spends a lot of money on these projects, but it only takes one saboteur' 
with one bomb or one man lighting one match and the project is destroyed, therefore, 
factcries and industrial plants are .oae -of the main objects ifil a saboteur’s itinerary 
and conversely the main .points for PS Units to gyard,- In the KaRG TCU AF SHAN area ' 
there have been armed PS guards from, the day c^f liberation. They are waging a con-* 
stant struggle against enemy saboteurs.. They guard this area as they would. their 
own eyes, for they are guarding the country’s wealth. The scldiers of the 1st. 
platoon of the 3i’d CHIH TUI, guai*ding KAC CiiU apart from this guard duty ai*e learning 
from the labourers and the technicians some of the techniques of making steel and 
operating machine ly,. In this manner they have on many oc'casions discovered ways 
od saving the Government time and money which occurred through industrial accidents. 

Protection of Railroads o 


The soldiers of PS Units who guard the railway lines of communica jion operate 
sometimes in areas of extreme temperature and do not fear heat or frost, typhoons 
or snow. They work at night and during the day and are ever alert in the guarding 
of bridges and tunnels so as not to allow saboteurs an opportunity to cause damage. 
They also assist security organisations in catching bandits; they assist anti- 
aircraft troops in their struggle against enemy aircraft and assist railway officials 
in their battle agaiant the elements, sc as to ensure the safety of the actual rail- 
road track. In 1953, in the i.utumn, on a wet^and windy night PS troops that were 
patrolling a railroad track heard a loud noise, quickly went to investigate and 
located an avalanche which completely obstructed the mouth of a railrrad tunnel. At 
this time <ce of the troops knowing that a train from Peking was due and knowing the 
disaster that would befall the passengers of the ti'ain should this go unnoticed ran 
foi-ward along the tracks signalling with his torch. I'crtunately , the engine -di’iver 
saw him in time, halted the train, and an accident was avoided. 

Capture of Bandits, Suppressicn of Revolutionaries, Defence against Paratroops . 

It is one of the underhanded nefarious schemes employed by the /vmerlcan Imper- 
ialists and GHIAFG KaI SEEK to make use of bandits on the mainland. They also use 
parachutists as agents to obtain information and to start off riots, therefore to 
catch theste bandits and to capture these agents who are parachutists into the 
country, is one of the main tasks of the iS IS Forces. Today the bandit element 
and hooligan element is veiy small, however, there are those amongst them who, 
seeing the progress made under socialism, are beginning to waver. The main object 
of PS Units is to try and reform these people politically, to enlighten them and 
to enable them to become rejuvenated.

The tasks of PS Units e,g, guarding frontiers 'and pi'eserving internal seo^ 
urity, are a big factor in preserving the safety of a nation, therefore they 
must have the oc-cperation of the general public and relevant Gavernment organ- 
isations and units; only then can they successfully fulfil their duties. 


Close Relations with the Public. 

The general public and PS Units have much in ccmmcn. ?/hether . in the border 
regions, in the interior or in the regions populated by minority races, they must 
respect the customs and habits of the residents of that region. They must res- 
pect and upheld the laws of the people. in 1956, PS Troops stati^ed in CHING 
HAl liANG forrest in TIBET, attended a Tibetan funeral. The custom was to leave 

the body in the wilderness to be devoui’ed by carniverous beasts and birds of p’ey# 
The PS Troops seeing eagles flying to their grisly feast, did not shoot the birds, 
and thus earned the respect of the natives. After this the native pcpulaticn 
eagerly assisted the PS Troops to apprehend -bandits. 


Also within the scope of PS Units duties are the following: (i ) helping 
peoples in their labour work (ii) helping the people in adversity (iii) exting- 
uishing bush fires (iv) treating the sick and (v) in border areas helping the 
peofiles cf neighbouring countries and their ovm, in all attempts to increase 
production. 


In 1956 a cook of the 10th Coy cf a certain unit was very surprised and 
thankful to discover that every day, when he arrived at the ccckhcuse door, there' 
was a bundle cf firewood by the side of the building. he wls very mystified, 
but later found out that an old Tibetan lady was the donor of the wood. Pre- 
viously this woman had been sick and as thein was no one to nui-se her bac^ tc 
health, the coy co-mdander of 10 Coy, Comrade KUO PAG TO undertook this task, 
caring for her as he would his mother until she recovered. Having nothing else 
to give the soldiers, she daily arose early and collected firewood, which she 
then delivered to the door cf the cockhpuse. 

Ln example involving a fisherman fallows in vdiich a patrol boat of a PS 
unit rescued a fisherman whose boat had been capsized by a typhoon. In the 
Uighar races autcncmcus regions, PS Units help by harvesting, ploughing, tending 
the sick. The people now say of them; *The old saying - stone can never 

be a pillow and a HAH never will be a friend^ is now no longer true. These are 
IvlAO TSE TUNG'S new HANS”. 


PS Units als; work as ’ labcui- imits*. They participate in labcui* projects, 
and form labi-ui- units to assist in developing production. They investigate dis- 
^rdei s and s^lve disputes, train the militia, organise and encourage the people 
in the struggle against the enemy. For example: 2Lt Mao HGU CHIH, on p;.sting to 
the FUKIEN fr^^nt line, mingled with, libed and ate with the peo|jJ.e, who perceiving 
by his manner that he was an upright and good hearted person, revealed to him the 

hiding places of reactionary elements HSIA T'CU ( ) ; 2Lt MAO helped these 

backward elements to. become model citizens. Now fellows an example of concil- 
iation by a PS Lt named SUNG, which took place in YUNNAN. Through solving this 
dispute C?ver water between these people of different races, Lt SUNG showed the 
people how to improve their conditions and how to establish socialism. 

PS Units in this manner using various methods to aroude the awareness in 

people, so: as tc get them tc participate in the struggle against the enemy. 

lisherfclk off the FUKIEN coast help the PS Units to destroy the enemy, 

.Tiile fishing off enemy islands they float propaganda leaflets in to the shores. 
They actively help the bonder defence units to apprehend agents and illegal 
immigraniwv From Militia depots, patrols and the v.-luntary help cf the public 
o^mes information. This is passed directly tv IS Units who are then able tc 
catch agents and spies with the help af the'.publicli c PS Units rely upon the 
public. Guz* borders and interior areas can only be secure when the public co- 
operates in these tasks.

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PS C c;-op€rQticn with Naticn&l Defence Fcrceg. 

The tasks cf the PS Units and the heticnal Defence Forces are net similar, 
however the two bodies are interdependent. Therefore, the PS Units have ai.d- ■ ■ 
frem the regular forces when needed, -hen PS patrol boats sight enemy warships, 
they immediately notify the Navy (CCN), *'hen PS sentinels observe enemy aircraft 
they immediately notify air defence units and air force units. Similarly when 
National DefHBce Troops obtain information about enemy agents they pass it c-n to 
the oS Units. PS Units rely on the National Defence Troops and NatiDhal Defence 
Units co-operate with PS Units. In J uly 1953 a typical example occurred on the 
FUKIEN front. k Nationalist assault force of 12,000 men, embarked in nayal vessel 
aircraft, and armoured assault craft (amphibious). On landing on the beachhead' 
they simultaneously parachuted a large number of infantiy intc the area. The 
defending PS troops held the enemy and our stronger Naticnal Defenee units arrived, 
.launched a counter-attack against the enemy. This action cost the enemy 3400 men, 
including prisoners and casualties. 

PS Units and Govemixient Security Cr^^anisations . 

The connectic n between PS Units and Government Security Organisations is 
close, as inseperable as a persons two fists, both are tc ols cf the Peoples Demo- 
cratic Government, Their duties differ in some aspect'^, however they have many 

duties in common. All of the internal secui’ity work is controlled by PS Units, ^

Military dcgs undergo rigcrcus training, their sense of smell is developed 
and they are taught to' fcllcw the scent of a man* s sho^e; they are able to follcw 
a person by the spoor which is left c:n cocking- and eating utensils and other per- 
sonal items. Due to these attributes they are valuable aids to. PS Units and 
are able to. aid in capturing the enemy, nc matter where he flees. 

Pigeons are also an aid to PS Units. Pigeons have good memories, sense o;f 
directi. n, endurance, and o stro.hg affinity for the female of the species.. PS 
Units employ, them to carry , messages, and they pro.ve to be both reliable and speedy. 
In the last few years, PS Units have had much sudcess in employing pigeons and 
nilitaiy dogs. F.r example, one blustering, snowy night. Comrade lIAliG YUNG AN, 
a dcg-handler, was patrolling the border with his dog - the weather was sc 
fi ightful that he could o)nly see a few yards ahead of him. Suddenly the dog. 
commenced to growl, alerting Comrade 'IJiG, his handler. let him off the 

leash and following the d^g, discovered two illegal immigrants shivering from. the 
snow and wind.. The dog stc-cd guard over them, net allowing them tc move. 

The signal equipment held by PS Units is o.f various types, and, used in 
border areas or in the interior is veiy effective. An example is automatic 
warning .equipment, which requires only a press on a button, to alert the guard 
troc:ps, so that the warning and mobilization is simultaneous. Another piece ■ 
of equipment is an automatic warning equipment which acts when illegal immigrants 
or emigrants action a trip wire setting off either an alarm or warning lights. 

This enables border guards to ascertain where the criminals are, and whether they 
are attempting to leave cl? enter the country. These and ether equipment is used 
effectively, and to good purpose by PS Units.
